Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  work  of  the  Public 
Health  Department  for  the  year  1970,  prepared  in  accordance  with  the  Depart- 
ment of  Health  and  Social  Security  Circular  l/71. 

I am  happy  to  report  that  once  again  the  Health  of  the  District  has  remained 
good  and  that  there  has  been  no  major  outbreak  of  infectious  disease. 

THE  STAFF 

Two  new  Public  Health  Inspectors  were  appointed  during  the  year. 

Mr  B.H.  Marsh  on  6th  April,  1970  and  Mr  M.G.  Illman  on  1st  October,  1970. 

Mr  Illman  was  selected  from  a very  strong  field  to  take  the  place  of  Mr  P.N. 
Watkin  who  resigned  on  10th  July,  1970  to  take  up  a post  in  Wiltshire. 

The  Chief  Clerk,  Mr  R.  A.  Green,  resigned  on  30th  January,  1970  to  take  up  a 
post  in  Woking  and  he  was  replaced  on  9th  March, 1970  by  Mr  S.A.  Elsegood. 

POPULATION 


The  estimated  population  of  the  district  increased  from  38,870  in  1969  to 
38,940  in  1970. 

BIRTHS  AND  DEATHS 


The  Birth  Rate  of  16.4  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  population  was  close  to  the 
national  figure  of  l6.0while  the  Death  Rate  of  9*9  per  1,000  of  the  estimated 
population  was  well  below  the  national  figure  of  11.7* 

During  the  year  there  were  464  deaths  and,  as  in  previous  years,  over  50$  of 
all  deaths  were  due  to  diseases  of  the  heart  and  arteries.  Deaths  from  malig- 
nant disease,  the  next  largest  cause  of  death,  were  much  the  same  as  last  year. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 


The  incidence  of  infectious  disease  remained  low. 

Observations  on  the  schemes  for  protection  against  Measles  and  German  Measles 
appear  later  in  the  report. 

An  incident  which  may  be  of  interest  occurred  on  July  27th.  A case  of  suspected 
Smallpox  was  reported  by  a General  Practitioner  in  Cranleigh. 

A hoy  aged  four,  a member  of  a travelling  community,  had  been  found  to  he  suffer- 
ing from  a febrile  illness  associated  with  a vesicular  rash  of  the  hands  and  feet 
that  looked  very  like  Smallpox. 

The  assistance  of  Dr.  A.  Melvin  Ramsay,  the  Smallpox  consultant  for  this  area, 
was  sought  at  once  and  he  was  able  to  make  a confident  diagnosis  of  Foot,  Mouth 
and  Hand  disease  due  to  Coxsackie  A Virus. 
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the  Health  Department  was  able  to  breath  a sigh  of  belief  as  had  the  case 
turned  out  to  be  Smallpox  all  the  authorities  between  Hitchin  and  Bognor  would 
have  been  involved  as  some  of  the  Caravans  had  left  Cranleigh  before  they  could 
be  stopped. 

OLD  PEOPLE'S  WELFARE 


The  Hambledon  Rural  District  Council  has  long  been  active  in  the  field  of  Old 
People's  welfare. 

Quite  apart  from  the  Meals  on  Wheels  service  operated  by  the  W.R.Y.S.,  which 
supplies  over  5»000  meals  a year,  the  Council  has  adopted  an  enlightened  policy 
in  providing  special  Residential  Accommodation. 


Four  centres  for  old  people  have  been  built  during  the  past  four  years,  i.e. 


Blunden  Court,  Bramley. 
Rowland  House,  Cranleigh. 
Dower  House,  Milford. 
Dorlcote,  Witley. 


42  units

The  flatlets  in  these  centres  have  their  own  kitchens  but  facilities  for  comm- 
unal meals  and  recreation  are  provided,  not  only  for  the  residents  but  also  for 
visitors,  at  Blunden  Court  and  Rowland  House. 


Each  centre  has  a resident  Warden  and  Blunden  Court  and  Rowland  House  also  act 
as  distribution  centres  for  the  Meals  on  Wheels  service. 


A local  catering  establishment  provides  meals  for  the  residents  at  Dower  House 
and  Dorlcote  as  well  as  acting  as  the  distribution  centre  for  Meals  on  Wheels 
in  the  Witley  area. 

A residential  community  centre  of  old  people  with  "Good  Neighbour"  service  is 
provided  at  The  Glebe,  Ewhurst  and  a somewhat  similar  service  is  provided  for 
thirty  five  old  people's  units  - bungalows  and  flatlets  - at  Springhaven, 
Elstead. 

MAIN  DRAINAGE 

The  provision  of  main  drainage  in  the  District  proceeds  apace  in  a most  satis- 
factory way. 

I am  indebted  to  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor  for  his  notes  on  the  progress  being 
made.  His  memorandum  appears  in  the  body  of  this  report. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION 


The  introduction  of  a weekly  collection  of  refuse,  started  last  year,  is  paying 
dividends  in  every  way.  Paper  sacks  have  now  been  replacedby  plastic  sacks 
which  are  much  cheaper. 

Judging  by  the  minimal  number  of  complaints  now  reaching  this  office  the  rate- 
payers seem  to  appreciate  the  way  in  which  their  rubbish  is  being  collected  , 

In  conclusion  I would  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public 
Health  Committee  for  their  interest  and  encouragement  during  the  year. 

My  thanks  also  go  to  Dr.  Fox-Russell,  Mr  Hay  and  the  other  members  of  the  Health 
Department  for  their  loyal  support  at  all  times.

There  were  nine  full-time  District  Nursing  Sisters/Midwives  and  two  part-time 
District  Nursing  Sisters/Midwives  working  in  the  area  during  1970.

The  Cranleigh  area  was  covered  by  one  part-time  and  three  full-time  District 
Nurse/Midwives  and  the  Bramley/Wonersh  area  by  two  full-time  District  Nurse/ 
Midwives  and  one  full-time  General  Duty  District  Nurse. 

It  is  anticipated  that  in  1971  all  the  District  Nurses  working  in  the  Bramley/ 
Shalford  areas  will  be  attached  to  the  local  practices  involved. 

There  is  a slight  increase  in  the  number  of  patients  nursed  and  the  number  of 
home  deliveries,  but  the  greatest  foreseeable  increase  in  work  will  be  the 
Cranleigh  area. 


HEALTH  VISITING 


The  Health  Visiting  in  Hambledon  Rural  District  is  now  largely  carried  out  by 
eight  Health  Visitors  although  others  visit  a few  families  in  the  area  who  are 
registered  with  General  Practitioners  to  whose  practices  they  are  officially 
attached. 

Three  are  based  at  Tring  Clinic  at  Cranleigh  and  the  rest  work  from  centres 
outside  the  area  or  from  their  home. 

All  work  in  close  co-operation  with  General  Practitioners  and  attachment  of 
Health  Visitors  to  groups  of  family  doctors  has  increased  during  the  year. 

The  Cranleigh  Health  Visitors  will  also  work  in  this  way  when  the  new  Health 
Centre  is  opened  next  year.

It  will  he  noted  that  most  of  the  treatment  was  for  cuts  and  bruises,  mainly 
due  to  the  broken  glass  left  hy  the  visitorso  This  is  despite  the  provision 
of  litter  bins  and  clearing  hy  the  Council  staff. 

Farnham  police  have  again  provided  a regular  life  saving  team  during  the  season 
although  there  have  been  some  difficulties  in  manning  it. 


The  Misses  Slayter  have  indicated  that  they  will  have  to  give  up  this  work 
next  year  owing  to  increasing  demands  on  their  time  at  home. 

Their  record  of  23  ’’Seasons  at  the  Pond"  will  he  hard  to  heat  and  it  will  not 
he  easy  to  replace  them.  Such  devoted  service  to  the  public  deserves  the  highest 
praise,  especially  as  one  fears  that  the  vast  majority  of  people  probably  took 
their  work  for  granted.  Others,  including  myself,  know  better  and  I would  like 
to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  them  on  behalf  of  literally  thousands  whom 
they  have  helped.

HAMBT FDON  CARE  COMMITTEE  FOR  TUBERCULOSIS  AND  CHEST  DISEASES 


During  the  year  1970/71  the  Committee  held  two  meetings.  Twenty  four  cases 
were  considered  and  direct  assistance  was  given  in  all  cases. 

The  big  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  seeking  assistance  was  due,  in  part, 
to  the  close  liaisai formed  between  the  Care  Committee  and  the  Divisional 
Social  Workers,  hut  even  more  so  to  the  new  scheme  introduced  by  the  Surrey 
County  Council  on  31st  March. 

Under  this  scheme  the  provision  of  free  milk  was  handed  over  to  the  Standing 
Conference  of  the  Surrey  Care  Committees  to  administer. 

The  Hambledon  Care  Committee  paid  for  free  milk  and  extra  nourishment  in 
authorised  cases  and  then  reclaimed  the  money  from  the  Standing  Conference. 

Although  only  three  cases  were  inherited  from  the  Surrey  County  Council  a 
number  of  new  cases  were  taken  on  during  the  year. 

These  cases  mostly  involved  weekly  or  monthly  payments  and  resulted  in  a 
great  deal  of  additional  paper  work  and  accounting  on  the  part  of  the  Honorary 
Treasurer,  who  found  this  extra  work  thrust  upon  him  "willy  nilly". 

In  my  opinion  this  scheme  is  a cumbersome  one  and  not  really  suitable  for  a 
voluntary  body  to  administer. 

The  special  bus  which  collects  visitors  from  Aldershot,  Farnham  and  Elstead 
and  takes  them  to  Milford  Chest  Hospital  on  Wednesdays,  Sundays  and  Bank 
Holidays  continued  to  operate  and  the  Care  Committee  continued  to  pay  its 
share  of  the  subsidy  needed.  The  use  of  the  bus  on  Bank  Holidays  proved 
to  be  minimal. 

Once  again  the  Care  Committee  paid  a grant  of  £75  to  the  Standing  Conference  for 
Sheephatch  School  Camp  and  a grant  of  £25  was  also  made  to  the  Chest  and  Heart 
Association  for  their  Commonwealth  Scholarship  Fund.

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IMMUNISATION  AND  VACCINATION 


Protection  against  Diphtheria,  Tetanus,  Poliomyelitis,  Whooping  Cough  and  Small 
Pox  is  given  to  infants  and  school  children  at  the  County  Council  Clinics  and  by 
General  Practitioners  in  their  surgeries.  Protection  is  also  given  against  Tiiber- 
culosis  from  the  age  of  13  years  upwards. 

The  incidence  of  Measles  tends  to  follow  a two  year  cycle. 

Vaccination  against  Measles  was  started  in  1968  and  it  is  reasonable  to  conclude 
that  it  was  effective  in  preventing  the  expected  rise  in  1969* 

However,  owing  to  a shortage  of  vaccine  in  1969  the  number  of  cases  of  Measles 
in  the  country-  as  a whole  went  up  in  1970  to  a figure  higher  than  in  any  year 
since  1967*

The  national  pattern  has  been  reflected,  but  in  a lower  key. 

During  1970  immunisation  against  Rubella  (German  Measles)  was  introduced. 

The  purpose  of  this  vaccination  is  to  protect  as  many  girls  as  possible  against 
this  disease  before  they  reach  childbearing  age.  An  attack  of  Rubella  during 
pregnancy  may  cause  congenital  abnormalities  in  the  child. 


Records  of  all  immunisations  and  vaccinations  are  held  in  bulk  at  County  Council 
Divisional  Offices  and  are  no  longer  broken  down  to  District  Council  Level.

1970  was  a very  dry  year  and  the  use  of  garden  hoses  had  to  be  restricted  in  July. 

There  were  certain  areas  in  the  district  where  the  water  pressure  dropped  consid- 
erably during  the  day  but  was  restored  to  normal  during  the  night.  Bramley  was 
one  of  the  "Black  Spots"  but  even  there  no  one  was  without  water  for  more  than 
a few  hours. 


The  scheme  to  draw  water  from  the  river  Til lingbourne  where  it  flows  into  the 
Wey  at  Shalford  should  be  working  in  1971  and  this  should  solve  the  problem  for 
some  time  to  come. 


The  lack  of  rain  also  affected  some  of  the  private  water  supplies  in  the  area, 
particularly  the  Keffoids  and  the  Smithwood  Common  supplies. 

These  private  supplies  cause  a certain  amount  of  anxiety  to  the  Public  Health 
Department  from  time  to  time  as  their  sources  are  liable  to  contamination,  and 
no  special  arrangements  are  provided  for  ensuring  that  the  water  is  safe  to  drink. 

The  general  background  of  these  supplies  is  similar,  namely  that  they  used  to 
provide  water  for  large  estates  consisting  of  "The  Big  House"  and  the  cottages 
of  the  estate  employees. 

When  these  estates  broke  up  the  "Big  Houses"  were  as  often  as  not  converted 
into  flats  and  the  cottages  were  sold  off  to  families  who  had  very  different 
ideas  about  water  consumption  from  the  previous  owners.  Added  to  this  there 
was  often  no  single  person  left  whose  business  it  was  to  look  after  the  water 
supply. 

I am  glad  to  say  that  at  long  last  the  Keffoids  supply  is  about  to  be  replaced 
by  a main  supply  provided  by  the  West  Surrey  Water  Board.  This  will,  incidentally 
improve  the  lot  of  those  families  in  the  area  who  are  still  using  well  water. 

There  is  also  a scheme  in  hand  to  replace  the  Smithwood  Common  supply  by  water 
from  the  mains. 


The  only  private  concern  of  any  significance  to  be  left  will  then  be  the 
Anstead  Brook  supply.. 


PUBLIC  SWIMMING  BATHS 


The  new  swimming  bath  at  Cranieigh  is  proving  a splendid  success  and  fully 
justifies  the  faith  of  those  who  worked  for  it  in  the  face  of  a certain 
amount  of  opposition.. 

Some  people  still  bathe  in  the  many  lakes  and  streams  in  the  area  and  for 
their  benefit  samples  are  taken  periodically <> 

It  is  greatly  to  the  credit  of  the  many  sewage  works  managers  up  and  down 
the  river  Wey  that  all  the  samples  taken  were  satisfactory..

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


REFUSE  COLLECTION 


The  introduction  of  a weekly  collection  throughout  the  district  proceeded 
satisfactorily  and  was  completed  by  November,  well  in  advance  of  the  plan. 

Plastic  sacks,  now  used  over  the  whole  area  at  a cost  less  than  paper  sacks, 
have  been  well  received  by  the  ratepayers  and  collectors.  Sharp  objects, 
such  as  broken  glass,  have  caused  some  difficulties  by  protruding  through 
the  sacks  causing  cuts  on  hands  and  arms. 

The  number  of  requests  for  removal  of  bulky  items  of  refuse  continue  to 
increase.  During  the  year  152  special  collections  were  made.  Increasing 
use  is  made  of  the  bays  provided  under  the  Civic  Amenities  Act  for  the 
disposal  of  unwanted  refuse  at  Cranleigh  and  Witley. 

Refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  at  Cranleigh.  Refuse  collected 
in  the  Western  part  of  the  district  is  reloaded  at  Witley  Depot  and  trans- 
ferred to  Cranleigh,  a journey  of  some  ten  miles  each  way. 

Litter  continues  to  be  a problem.  During  the  year  additional  litter  bins  were 
installed.  An  anti-litter  campaign,  enlisting  the  aid  of  the  Parish  Councils, 
was  a success  in  several  parishes.  Voluntary  help  throughout  a large  rural 
district  can  make  very  successful  impact  and  in  these  instances,  where  litter 
collection  and  removal  are  a continuous  operation  throughout  the  year,  there 
is  a great  improvement. 


CLEANSING  OF  CESSPOOLS 

The  emptying  of  cesspools  has  been  carried  out  satisfactorily  throughout  the 
year.  The  demand  has  been  greater  than  ever  and  for  the  first  time  over 
6,000  cesspools  were  emptied. 

Disposal  of  cesspool  contents  in  the  Western  part  of  the  district  continues 
to  be  a problem  and  contents  are  discharged  on  agricultural  land.  In  the 
Eastern  part  of  the  district  the  contents  are  discharged  at  the  Elmbridge 
Water  Control  Works  at  Cranleigh. 

The  average  distance  travelled  to  discharge  a load  is  11.37  miles.
